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A GOING THROUGH OF THE TOPICAL POLITICAL SITUATION IN DK. 




Many people in Europe and outside think that Scandinavia - including Denmark - is a reali¬ 
zation of a socialdemocratic model society with an optimum equality, economic security etc 
This has nothing to do with reality! It is just a myth, which is a result of the political 
rulers' (often the socialdemocrats') lies and desinformation campaigns about the actual 
conditions in Scandinavia. 



In the beginning of the 80'ies the socialdemocratic minority government of the day reached 
a turning point in the party's policy of power: 

The socialdemocratic government was confronted with a polarisation in society between on 
one side social movements'(reform orientated) demands for selfdetermined residential quar¬ 
ters, social and ecological demands, the trade unions' clinging to the economic conquests 
from the 60'ies and 70 ies, and on the other side the capitalists' economical and techno¬ 
logical restructuring-project as a part of the global restructurering of the imperialist 
market'as a whole. To prevent the ongoing fatiguing process between the party maschine, 
the trade unions' fight for their interests and the regard to capital affairs, the social- 
democratic government voluntary' chose to give the government power to the very splitted 

conservative-liberal camp of the day. 

The last 8 years the conservative govern¬ 
ment coalition with changing compositions 
has ravaged the social structure of the 
Danish society and carried out a social 
and economic transformation to a 2/3 
society in line with all the other EEC- 
countries. They have eroded the existing » 
social- and reform laws and thereby mar¬ 
ginalized more than 1/3 of the adult po¬ 
pulation to unemployment and social secu¬ 
rity aid. 


HISTORICAL AND TOPICAL POLITICAL 
DEVELOPMENT 


Characteristic for Denmarks transforma¬ 
tion to a capitalist production socie¬ 
ty are the following factors: 

The history of the Socialdemocracy is 
the history of institutionalized class- 
cooperation. Since 1899 the Socialde¬ 
mocracy in DK has always had a politi¬ 
cal monopoly in the Danish working 
class movement, and this monopoly has 
never been seriously threathend by 
political competitors of the leftwing. 
The Socialdemocracy has since 1924 
(its first government period) practizi- 
sed an institutionalized class coopera¬ 
tion with different capital parties. 























The result of this was a number of systemimmanent reforms for the 
material and social benefit of the workers in the industry and the 
public employees and also to a less degree of the unemployed and the 
pensioners. These parliamentary improvements are carried out paralell 
to the integration and institutionalizing of the working class orga¬ 
nizations in the capitalist state. In this way the working class lost 
its autonomous class organization and independence. 

The biggest exception were the Danish syndicalists, who during the 
years 1908-1919/20 tried to build up a direct resistance to the ruling 
system. The syndicalists, who were only to a small degree represented 
in the industrial production, were finally criminalized and demoralizec 
in the confrontation with the police- and justiceadministration maschi- 
ne. The repression of the syndicalists was supported by the socialde- 
mocrats of the day, because they found that the syndicalists' anti- 
state fight and direct actionforms were politically dangerous to their 
line of classcooperation. 

When we talk about production Denmark is a capitalist country with a 
still dominating industrialized agrarian production. Denmark has a 
big public sector and a smaller, export-orientated industrial sector 
consisting of numerous smaller production-units. 

The trade unions in Denmark, which since 1899 via a complicated system 
of rules by law are tied up to the state, have one of the highest 
organizing percentages of wage earners in the imperialist countries. 

Up to 857o of the wage earners in Denmark are organized in trade unions 
- that is; numerous bigger and smaller unions united in one big um 
brella organization. In Denmark trade unions - if they have more 
than 5000 members - are also in charge of the payment of unemploy¬ 
ment security, all under political and taxation state control. 

THE POLITICAL CONSTALLATION TODAY 



democracy (37,4%) is in the "opposition" together with a left 
socialdemocratic party "Socialistisk Folkeparti" (8,3%). There 
is also a right-wing populist and extremely racist party 

"Fremskridtspartiet" (6,4%), which supports the right-wing of 
the government. 


Today the government consists of 2 bourgeois parties: The conservati¬ 
ve party ( 16% of the votes), which represent the finance- and ex- 
port capital, and the agrarian party "Venstre" (15,8%). The government 
gets support from different smaller bourgeios parties. The social 




















THERE is something rotten - •• 




Ahe leftwing in Dk is on the whole marginalized and politically 
/ without importance. Though the left still have some representati- 
/ves in local city - councils spread all over the country — but roost in 
/Copenhagen - it is without profile, and it is not capable of develop- 
/ing a mobilizing and united opposition. The communist party ~ DKP- is 
today dissolving itself in direction of the 2 socialdemocratic parties. 
The left-socialists, the trotskists and the ex-maoists are reduced to 
the party-maschines, and they are not initiating activities worth men¬ 
tioning exept parties and music festivals etc.... Their main activity 
is right now a common collection of signatures for a common parliament 
candidature - without having any basis activities and totally fixed on 
state institutions. Also a part of DKP s basis takes part in this par¬ 
liamentary project, which obtained l,7/ 0 of the votes at the latest e 
lection ( In Denmark there is a 2%> bar-rule). Another leftwing project 
called "Faelles Kurs" (Common course) is a disunion from the DKP in the 
70'ies. It has changed from being a left-stalinist orientated group to 
a left-populist mini-party with a ridiculous nationalist profile with 
clear racist undertones (1,8%). 

The social movements that took form in the beginning of the 80 ies are 
on the whole not existing any more or they are completely _institutio-. 
nalized: tenants movements, ecological organizations, solidarity-commi- 
tees , the students movement, apprentice unions etc. The squatting mo¬ 
vement has lost all its houses in Copenhagen (except the municipal 
"Ungdomshuset" and the house in Baldersgade, which has been bought and 
thereby legalized). The rests of the former squatting movement are so¬ 
cially and politically very fragmentary today and they pull in very 
different directions. But the majority is no longer active and/or has 
been depoliticized. Our own autonomous, anti-imperialist activities . 
have - in spite of various successfull attempts and dispositions during 
the years - not been able to break the relative political isolation. 

But on the other hand our positions are known in major parts of the pas 
sive left. 


SOME FACTS ABOUT DK : 


- About 108 concerns con¬ 
stitute the centre of po¬ 
wer in the Danish capital 
structure. They are lead 
by about 100 men (and a 
few women) who constitute 
the real centre of power. 

- The employers nettopro- 
fits of 1990 are about 

13 milliards D.kr. (=3,3 
milliards DM).

/ - Last year 25% of the adult population was unemlpoyed for a 
/ shorter or longer period. The new class constitution in DK includes 
/ at least 25% mobile workers without garanteed working- and living 
/ conditions ("Mass workers"). 

' - The official unemployment figures are about 307.000, but in reality 
many more are unemployed. Today 835.000 or 25% of all engaged in active 
employment receive some kind of public aid. 

- The number of families that receive social security has increased with 
20% since 1986. 


- Since 1982 the real wages have failed by 20% for people engaged in ac¬ 
tive employment and by 45% for people on social security. 

DENMARK, EEC AND NATO 

The political and economical policy of Denmark is fully integrated in 
the EEC-project with the aim of establishing the 3rd. inter-imperialist 
block besides USA/Canada and Japan/Yen-area. Politically and militari¬ 
ly the Danish rulers supported to a big extend EEC's (France's) initia¬ 
tive in the Gulfwar concerning an effective hunger-blocade via UN against 
the arab.population of Iraq as a strategic alternative tcTUSA's milita¬ 
ry-political line and AT THE SAME TIME they officially backed up behind 
USA s military invasion in the Gulf. These manoeuvres characterize the

DENMARK - A SOCIETY WITH 

INCREASING REPRESSION 

AND INSTITUTIONALIZED 

RACISM 

On the level of domestic 
affairs the Danish govern 
ment force a juridicial, 
police, and social-political adjustment process first of all to German 
praxis in the direction of a technological control and registration ori¬ 
entated police state. This results in tightening up on encroachments, 
hetz and criminalization against extra-parliamentarian basis activities 
and against individual resistance in the population. Frequent custodies, 
building of the first special prison cells with acustic isolation and 
eager attempts of introducing collective guilt-paragraph a la the German 
loyalty test and muzzle paragraph 129a, characterize concretely this de¬ 
velopment in the direction of establishing a common repression maschine 
in EEC. 

Also the juridicial and social arrangements against immigrants and poli¬ 
tical refugees are tightened up to a degree that they provide a breeding 
ground for a prevalant racism in major parts of the population. In this 
way the gangsters in the government have fully prepared Denmarks affilia^ 
tion to the Schengen-agreement. 1)

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BRIDGE OVER TROUBLED WATER 


Today the mainquestion that mobilizes some protests 
and resistance is the Scan-Link project. 

Scan-Link is the name of a project whicK connects 
Denmark to Sweden with a bridge and later Denmark to 
Germany with another bridge. Results of this will be: 
ecologocal disaster, destruction of animal life in the 
sea, higher air-pollution in Copenhagen, destruction 
of parts of the old Copenhagen centre, of preserved 
nature areas on Amager and of inhabitated areas there. 

There is no doubt that, many people of Copenhagen and 
Amager see the fight against the bridge Denmark-Sweden (=0resunds- 
bridge) as the most important fight right now. More than 92% of the 
population in certain areas on Amager have protested against the pro¬ 
ject. Activists have arranged demonstrations and activities against 
the building of the bridge(s). But untill now these protests were all 
spread, not-coordinated and the political perspective rather unclear.

- a short resume .- 

The showtrial against the 7 
political prisoners of"Commu¬ 
nist Workers Group-(CWG) and 
cafe Liberation, who in solida¬ 
rity with the 3. world made a 
series of robberies (in con¬ 
nection with a postrobbery, a 
policeofficer was killed), has 
just reached its end : 3 people 
got 10 years, 1 got 8 years, 

1 got 7 years, 1 got 3 years 
and the last one got 1 ye ar. 

The prisoners have 
since they were imprisoned in 
April 89, been the target of 
a "state of emergency" prac¬ 
tice, which the police estab¬ 
lished on the ground of a well- 
arranged terror madness, accom¬ 
panied by the standing comitee 
on orthography of the parliament, 
the legal apparatus and last but 
not least the massive slander 
campaigns of the tabloid press. 

The reason for this 
is ofcourse the political sub¬ 
versive nature of these robberies : 
what we have got here is an 
attack on the private ownership, 
based on clear anti-imperialist 
thoughts in solidarity with the 
exploited population of the 
3. world. 

The immediate aim of the "state 
of emergency" was to get po¬ 
litical accentuated convictions, 
supposed to convict the 7 as 
terrorists. At the same-time 
it is also aiming towards intro¬ 
duction of a special legislation, 
which purpose is to fight future 
revolutionary activities, active 
leftwing connexions and to dam 
coming revolts. 

For us, this case is first and 
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\foremost a clear illustration 
of the until now hidden, real 
power political possibilities, 
which the police, the state appa¬ 
ratus and the bourgeois media, 
anywhere! 

The convicted leftwingacti- 
vists from CWG/CL did not 
have the formal rights, which 
are printed on the papers 
concerning Danish law of pro¬ 
cedure. A lawyer of one of 
the convicted says, very accu¬ 
rate : to the Social democrat 
paper "Det fri Aktuelt" :"the 
conditions of a fair trial is 
a neutral court. But it is get¬ 
ting harder and harder to find 
jurors which have not already 
taken a stand in this case... 
the reason is that the police 
and the prosecuting attorneys 
office constantly are going 
to the public information, 
which are based on myths and 
half truths..." 

The reason for this is obvious: 
to convict the charged on fore¬ 
hand in broad parts of the po¬ 
pulation, to stamp them as dan¬ 
gerous terrorists and in this 
way open up for a general ex¬ 
pansion of competence of the po¬ 
lice action-possibilities to¬ 
wards revolutionairy activities 
groups and activists with no 
consideration towards the law 
of procedure which is formally 
in effect. 

As we have said in earlier 
articles, the total isolation 
of the 7 defendants for 420 days 
and the actual disregard of 
principal "constitutional" bla 
bla rights is exposing these 
state institutions many pos¬ 
sibilities to ignore the in¬ 
dividual citizens rights. 
Activists from different base 
connexions have experienced the 
polices disregard of formal 
rights in connection with 
house searches with no warrants, 
letteropening, telephone bug¬ 
ging and observation of persons, 
without having a documentet su¬ 
spicion, arrests and police vio¬ 
lence for no reason and more. 

. This "illegal" 

practice of policing is all the- 
time tried to be expanded to- • 


wards the laws of other EEC/ 

NATO countries: In this way theres 
already in Germany, GB/Nothern 
Ireland, France, Italy, Spain 
and Turkey/Kurdistan state of 
emergency and special laws, which 
gives the police and courts far 
going political, legal and investi T 
gative authorizations as soon 
as the word "terrorism" is men¬ 
tioned, but which is actually 
concerning the leftwing-resistan¬ 
ce in these EEC-countries. The 
result is stateauthorised hate 
campaigns. Criminalization and 
lenghty imprisonments without 
duty of evidence under reference 
to the special law for terrorism 
suspects - and last destruction 
in the prisons through total 
isolation, visiting prohibition, 
letter censoring. 

THE 7 POLITICAL PRISONERS 
-NO STRUGGLING REVOLUTIO¬ 
NAIRY PRISONERS - OR WHY 
OUR SOLIDARITY HAVE TO BE 
CONDITIONAL. 

If we use the above as a star- 
tingpoint, there can be no doubt 
that we think it is necessary, 
in as many ways as possible, to 
fight against the way the-rulers 
have been treating the 7 defen¬ 
dants and mobilise against the 
political repression and legal 
contraction which is turned a— 
gainst the cause of the prisoners. 

Apart from that, 
we are not willing to fight for 
leftwingpeople, who does not 
fight for themselves but on the 
contrary starts a dialogue with 
the representatives of the court, 
confesses, regrets and give infor¬ 
mation which in no way concerns 
the representatives of the state- 
power. 

CR ITICISM OF THE LEFTWING;.. 

We do not agree with the tradi¬ 
tional "program parties", who, 
using a totally ridiculous lega¬ 
listic attitude as a base, di¬ 
stances themselves from the ac¬ 
tivities of the convicted, and 
condemn them as"criminal activi¬ 
ties" made by "desperate people" 
and so on. Or they choose to ig¬ 
nore them totally! 
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Firstly, it is dogmatic to believe 
that only ones own program and only 
one own strategy is the only cor¬ 
rect way to change society, second¬ 
ary, such an "of f-solidar j L sation ,f 
will only help the rulers in 
their attempt to dam the active 
leftwing! It should be funda¬ 
mental for any leftwingpolicy 
to show solidarity and stand firm 
politically against the en¬ 
croachments of the rulers and at-' 
j tacks against other leftwing- 
• connexions. Totally independent 
of these connexions specific 
evaluations and strategies. 

...AND OF THE "BZ" (the ex- 
squatting movement) PRISONER- 
GROUP SOLIDARITYCAMPAIGN. 


Just as we do not agree with 
the traditional leftwings ac¬ 
tual nonsolidarity/suppresion 
concerning this case - we do 
not agree either with "fange- 
gruppen/retsagsinfos ,f (fange- 
gruppen is a group who does 
solidaritywork concerning this 
case, n retsagsinfo ,? is their 
newsletter) and their glorifi¬ 
cation of the 7 defendants as 
they make them look like standing 
firm revolutionaries. With their 
idolisation they promote a false 
picture to people - especially 
to foreign comrades. They make 
the ._ 7 political prisoners 
look like they are struggling 
revolutionary prisoners like 
the struggling prisoners in the 
rest of Western Europe and inter¬ 
nationally. Mostly because

This completely distorted pic¬ 
ture of the 7 leftwing prison¬ 
ers is forming the foundation 
for the attitudes and activi¬ 
ties of these milieux. 

What would be in harmony with 
the struggling prisoners de¬ 
mands and resistance in the 
Western European prisons,be¬ 
comes pure substitute poli¬ 
tics with no connection at all, 
because of the shortage of re¬ 
volutionary and struggling pri¬ 
soners . 

For that an extra in-depht 
commentary : before the start 
of the trial we wrote in Auto- 
nomi Extra : 

"We have at different occasions 
proposed that a contiTfliingly 
working solidarity committee 
should be based on: 

Family and friends of the im¬ 
prisoned, interested and en¬ 
gaged lawyers , solidaric 
public wellknown peronalities 
and leftwing activists. 

In this way we can fight against 
police and press-lies. The pro¬ 
blem for us is that we don't 
know where the imprisoned com¬ 
rades stand, and what they think 
about the case themselves. There 
has not been a common political 
answer to the lies of the police 
apparatus and media or collective 
demands concerning the terms of 
imprisonment. We do not know if 
the imprisoned comrades define 
themselves as political prisoners, 
and we do not know what they think 
about the existing struggles in 
the different EEC/NATO countries 
prisons with exactly the same or 
worse, prisonconditions and cri- 
minalisation mechanisms which 
they, themselves are/have been the 
victims of as political prison¬ 
ers in Denmark. 




it is important for us to know 
if the imprisoned comrades of 
CWG/cafe Liberation will fight a 
political struggle to change their 
situation as political revo¬ 
lutionaries together with the 
other fighting revolutionary 



















“ prisoner in the EEC/NATO coun¬ 
tries . 

In our opinion it is important 
to be knowing that a support 
to other political prisoners, 
is more than just a solidarity- 
declaration with a struggle in 
another country. The ones who takes 
the discussion about the imminent 
EEC-union and the resistance against 
this project seriously, must admit, 
•that an active solidarity with 
political prisoners struggle 
against the gradually the same 
prison conditions for political 
prisoners in the EEC/NATO coun¬ 
tries, at the same time is a 
struggle for change of own fight¬ 
ing conditions and regional 
strenght circumstances. 

In connection with this we hope 
that the comrades soon will formu¬ 
late their status and selfunder¬ 
standing. So demands and perspec¬ 
tives. 

We think, that real solidarity- 
activities must be based upon a 
foundation which the struggling, 
active prisoners sets out them¬ 
selves. Until this happens, we 
can only settle for principal 
demands, turned against criminali¬ 
zation - isolation and slander 
campaigns from the side of those 
in power. 11 

Already from the start of the 
trial we ‘got our worst thoughts 
confirmed: on the first day of 
the trial - 3.9.90 - some of them 
broke their silence and started 
confessing. After a short time, 
all of the defendants started to 
cooperate with the class courts 
representatives, even though their 
confessions contained weight put 
on different points. Thus the 
different prisoners layed out 
numerous and detailed confessions 
of their earlier subversive 
activities and placed themselves 
numero uno source for the police 
attorney and the criminalization 
propaganda. 

None of the 7 denied in any way 
the legitimacy of the court. Some 
defendants characterized actually 
planned and real activities, which 
at that time were politically 
decided, as "criminal” and brain- 
dead (that is the planned kid¬ 
napping of a Swedish millionaire- 
son and the groups file of Danish 
pro-zionists and j[ews). 

The logical consequence of their 
cooperation with the legalappara- 

12 


tus resulted, as the trial passed, 
in a fading change into distancing 
and snitching: thus gave the 
prisoners at the start of the 
trial an announcement, in which 
they took distance from the mili¬ 
tant struggles and forms of resist¬ 
ance ("terrorism"!) in the highly 
industrialized countries (in the 
imperialistic metropoles,that is). 

Also; a Palestinian 
comrade was named and confirmed 
as the groups contact. The comrade 
is a wellknown member of the Pale¬ 
stinian Liberation Organisation 
-PFLP- and the Danish police have 
issued a warrant for his arrest. 
Anyway, the whole trial was full 
of "statement, question - an¬ 
swer" ritual between the' prose¬ 
cutor and the prosecuted based 
on the bourgeois courts criminali¬ 
stic detectivework! 

Already before the start of the 
trial (3.9.90) we were surprised 
that the lawyers of the 7 defendants, 
except for court-technical proce¬ 
dures. -did not formulate a common 
attitude and position towards 
the political character of the 
case. We were even more worried 
when we saw the: passiveness and 
silence of the prisoners to¬ 
wards their isolation imprison¬ 
ment and the absence of a politi¬ 
cal common answer to the, at 
the time, very massive slander cam¬ 
paign in the media and the state 
of emergency which was practiced 
against them. In spite of this 
silence and the passiveness, it 
was still important to show re¬ 
sistance of solidarity against 
the solitary confinement which 
lasted to 8.6.90. (at one point 
some daily papers published 
some articles from one of the 
defendants, in which he goes 
on and on about the true nature 
of imperialism, without men¬ 
tioning the actual situation 
with a single word: the evalu¬ 
ation of the events towards re¬ 
pression and their social po¬ 
litical conditions). 

But apart from that we from an 
autonomous point of wiev - 
would not practice a policy of 
representatives! We thought 
that the prisoners should define 
their political status and de¬ 
mands themselves, with their own 
resitanceperspectives and acti¬ 
vities. 













-- Showt^ml . . • 

Apart from some, from apolitical 
view, insignficant to the "BZ" 
prisoners group, the 7 defendants 
stayed pretty much the same du¬ 
ring the case. 

They all acted on their own terms 
-torn loose from the: ..-former 
collectivity, and supported by 
political neutral or down right 
conservative lawyers. 

Even though the 7 political pri¬ 
soners practiced a political 
decided practical economic so¬ 
lidarity with different liberation 
organisations in the 3. world, 
and thereby engaged in a high per¬ 
sonal risk, it must under no 
circumstances hide the fact that 
they now have accepted the class- 
court. Logical enough, the 7 do . 
not define themselves as revolu¬ 
tionary prisoners in a EEC/NATO 
country prison, with the according 
social and political practice of 
resistance against the, in these 
prisons, usual practice of destruc¬ 
tion against the imprisoned revolu¬ 
tionaries. Physical health and 
intellectual and emotionel idente- 
ty. 

So they are in n o way a part of the 
political and collectively fighting 
comrades in the prisons of the im¬ 
perialistic metropoles. 

This fact does not change by a few 
revolutionary replications which some of 
the 7 formulate in connection with 
their biography. These remarks stands 
in a antagonistic proportion to how 
they acted during the trial.

TWO CHRISTIANITES (INHABITANTS ON CA) - NELLY , WHO HAVE BEEN 
LIVING ON CA FOR 14 YEARS AND IS AN ACTIVIST IN CA's GAY -HOUSE 
AND ALSO INVOLVED IN MAKING THE NEW NEWSPAPER OF CA; "NITTEN", 
AND CHARLOTTE WHO WORKS IN F£LLESK0KKENET (FK) , WHICH IS ONE 
OF THE ONLY PUBS IN CA WHICH HAVE REFUSED TO ENTER THE DEMANDS 
OF THE GOVERNMENT BY NOT GETTING A LICENCE - EACH GIVE THEIR 
EVALUATION OF THE RECENT WAVE OF ATTACKS FROM THE AUTHORITIES 
AGAINST CA. 
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question: What is the present 
situation of ca. What is the 
demands and attacks which the 
government try to force on 
CA? 


Nelly: In fact, there's no-^ 
thing new in it. There has 
always been demands from the 
state which tells us to be¬ 
have and do what is told. We 
have never done that. Only 
when it has been some decent 
items. 


Certainly there are laws 
which we break, f.ex. the law 
about private property. We 
do live illegal here. Some¬ 
how the state has accepted 
it. But then instead they 
start to mess around with 
some other items which they 
think are illegal. One of the 
things is the local-plan for 
the area which they have con¬ 
structed. This plan means 
that all the houseconstruc-.’_ 
tion has becomed illegal. And 
then there is the hash-market, 
it has always been a thing 
which they have tried to annoy 
us with. Then there is of- 
course the question about 
licences to the pubs. Another 
subject, which we haven't 
discussed that much yet, is 
our internal factories which 
don't pay taxes - I guess 
that will be the next fight... 

What it is all about, is 
that they want to make users- 
contracts with us, which means 
that we can only do what is 
legal following their local- 
plan. But this local-plan says 
that CA shall be divided into 


% 


two parts. And then, during 
time, the one part shall be 
without anyone living there. 
It is going to be some~~kThd 
of publi.c park system. This 
means that if we still want 
to live here, we have to 
clear half of the area. 
Neither an autonomous mileau 
nor ultra-liberalists would 
.accept that. 


Q: What do you think is the 
intention of the state? 

N: I think it is to make a 
divide and rule-policy. The 
authorities have always had a 
tactic, where they tried to 




create some cases which could^ 
divide the group - so we 
could spend time fighting 
each other - and it would 
seem like we couldn't find 
out anything. But I know 
for sure that it is very 
widespread in CA, that no one 
can accept the local-plan. 

There have been a lot of ob¬ 
jections based on something 
very fundamental. Because we 
want a selfgoverning city. 

Our idea is to have a village 
where the citizens are invol¬ 
ved in all decisions, and 
where the things are orienta¬ 
ted to what people are doing 
instead of how it is possible 
to control and regulate the 
citizens. 


Q: You said that CA is united 
in the resistance against the 
local-plan. But isn't there a 
big division in connexion to 
the question if the pubs are 
going to have licences or not? 

N: Division, I don't know. 

I'll say that there are some 
ultraradical elements in CA 
who want to use the struggle 
against licences as a politi¬ 
cal platform. And I think it 
is quite silly and a waste of 
time to do that. There is a 
difference in what you are 
fighting against, and I think 
you shall use your energy to 
fight the state, and it becomes 
more obvious in CA, because 
we took...this area from the . ; 
state, so in this way it is a 
very direct confrontation. 

But you can use your energy 
fighting the state in many 
ways; for instance by fighting 
the local-plan, and you can 
also do it by fighting the 
"normalization” of the pubs. 

And then the question is what 
has most political relevance. 

I think it is problematic to 
defend a pub just because it's 
illegal. That s a problem for 
me, because I don't think CA - 
neither moral, financial nor 
substantiel shall be based on 
pubs. On the other.hand, 

I think that if you decide to 
do it, anyway, then you have 
to make these arrangements - 
it is a waste of time to fight 
them 
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Q: What are the arguments of the 
people who are contra the licences? 

N: It is hard for me to find out, 

I must admit. I'm in a group from 
the Gay-house, which is a grassroot- 
initiative and which has allways 
been organised anarchistic. We 
sell beers at our arrangements in 
order to finance our activities. 
That's the only way we can make ends 
meet at all, it's that we sell^ 
these fucking beers. And if it s 
the only way we can sell beers in 
the future, then I don't care if we 
get a licence. Thbt's not impor¬ 
tant to me, that's what we re doing 
And this is a subject where a 
piece like FK has a problem to find 
out what attitude to have. The only 
reason for having FK is partly 
that it is used as a common room, 
but in reality it's only there be¬ 
cause of the pub-business. To me 
their arguments seems to be based 
on paroles without political sub—, 
stance. 

Q: But isn't the resistance about 
who is going to decide the future 
of CA, in principal? _ , 

N: Yes., in a way, but I think it s 
more important that we re able to 
make the decisions about what we 
want to do with this area on our 
own. In principal, of course it s 
CA who has to decide if we want 
the pubs or not, but now we have 
been fighting these fights, and I 
think it's meaningless; where they 
come again and again and clear the 
pubs. 

Q: Is it then because of strate¬ 
gical considerations you think 
it is best to accept licences? 

N: Yes exactly, to shut their^ 
fucking faces, by saing we don t 
want to discuss this with you at 
all, what we want to discuss is 
something completely different. 

You. have to make some political 
assessments about where you want 
to use your energy, and I m not 
the one who is defending FK. I 11 
not at any time defend a pub. I 
simply don't think it s a decent 
way to make money. What I want to 
defend in CA is the right to a 
life in freedom, and I don't think 
a life as an alcoholic is a life 
in freedom, it's a life in slavery. 


I don't mind people drinking, 
and they shall also have the, 
possibility to do it, but it s 
not something I want to fight 
for at the barricades; the 
right to drink oneself into 
a stupor. And it's the same 0 
with the discussion about the 
hashmarket; I think it's com¬ 
pletely absurd that the state 
is making a ban, but then 
0 again I'm not able to stand up 
and defend the hashmarket, also 
because it's so rotten and cor¬ 
rupt. Those who make money on 
it, it's the same people who 

want to close down CA. 

And I also think it (the li¬ 
cences, ed.) is such a small ^ 
case, and I don't think there's 
° any backing from theTpublic at 
all, and in fact I think thats 
the most important; CA has only 
survived all these years be¬ 
cause there were a very wide 
support in the population for 
the things we did. In fact it 
has been like this; if you as- 
ked the population , half 
would be for CA, and half 
against — and that s the only 
reason why we have been here 











Q: But isn't it a question 
about if you estimate this 
licence-case as a way for the 
authorities to get a foothold 
and force CA to negotiate - 
Where the next step will be 
the hashmarket and more im¬ 
portant questions? 

N: Yes, but I think no matter 
how you look at it, then you 
can't avoid a dialogue with the 
outside society. We can't exist 
as an isolated .island in the 
danish society. Because in fact 
we also want to get a foothold 
at them, so the danish society 
can change a little bit in 
direction of CA, and then, as 
far as I can see, dialogue is 
necessary. 

(...) somehow I feel it's im¬ 
portant not to get to radical 
because then you won't gain 
anything. It's a balance 
where you must try to stick 
to the idea in what your doing. 
And this I know, that for many 
anarchists the essential in the 
idea is autonomy, and so it is 
for CA. 

(...) We have this idea that 
our self-government is a model 
we can first try out in CA, and 
then transfer it to other urban 
areas. Personally I feel this 
way: if the experiences we're 
making can't be used by the 
population outside then 
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are in fact unessential, aren't 
they?. If it don't affect the 
society outside I can't see why 
we should do it. 

Right now I'm in a group cal¬ 
led "Aim and Means for CA" 
where we're trying to make a 
bigger file about what we want 
in CA, and how we imagine the 
future, and where we're trying 
to create a counterproposal to 


for 20 years. If it wasn't for 
the public support we would 
have' been evicted a long time 
ago. 


what the authorities want out 
of CA - to create an oppose, 
which says this is what we 
want, and this is what we're 
doing, and then we can start a 
dialogue on the basis of this. 


Q: Is this a process where 
many CA-nites are participating 
or is it only a small group of 
engaged activists? 

N: Right now it's a small 
group of very engaged people, 
but it's the intention - and 
that's why it will take a long 
time - that when we have finis¬ 
hed the adaption then it has 
to be discussed all over CA. 

It simply has to be discussed 
in all corners of CA before 
we can table it. The democracy 
of CA is very thorough, but 
it's also slowly - peoples 
democracy takes its time.. 


Q: Do you see the new ulti¬ 
matum to CA in continuation of 
the many attacks against CA, 
and which the history of CA is 
full of, or do you think that 
the present "normalizing"- 
attemptions are qualitative 
different - is CA at the cross¬ 
roads? 

N: It is a crossroads in the 
meaning that the authorities 
now have made a very concrete 
proposal about what they want 
to do with this area. And it 
is in sharp conflict with what 
the occupants want. But you 
can say that the many attacks 
against CA are very much a like. 
It is a deep aversion to the 
fact that some citizens take 
controle over their own lives. 
That's the fundamental contrast. 
That's where they want to sit 
on us, that's obvious, because 
if they accept that, then they 
undermine their own existence. 

In that way it hasn't changed 
at all. 














Q: Why has F.K., in contra¬ 
diction to several of the other 
pubs in CA, chosen to be against 
a licence, and with that 
legalisation? 

Charlotte: It's because of 
the consequenses which would 
result in fatal changes of our 
structures - it would be a 
completely different place. We 
would be forced to make a 
totally change in our working 
conditions; we would* have to 
reduce the staff. You can't 
find another place like this 
with a 40-people staff. If we 
got legalised, we would have 
to introduce a 40-hour week 
to those who work here, and. 
give them a 40-hour week sal- 
lary. But we want that it's 
the people who works here that 
decides how much they want to 
work. 

Concerning the function of 
this place: we function as a 
civic restaurant to all the 
CA-nites who have no kitchen 
of their own. Futhermore 
there also comes a lot of 
ordinary people, using the 
place as a living room. There 
also comes a lot of people 
from Set. Hans (mental hospi¬ 
tal), and quite some bums to. 
They come here because there's 
nowhere else they can be. 

The internal servicefunction- 
system out here, as for example 
the children institutions, are 
much cheaper than the ones in 
the city. This is because of 
the pubs and the small indus¬ 
tries that pays of to the com¬ 
munity. This would not be pos¬ 
sible if we were legalised, and 
futhermore it would sap the 
selfgoverning and the structure 
we got here. 

Q:' Do the licence also attack 
the collective governing-struc¬ 
ture? 

C: Yes, it do. Because sudden¬ 
ly we will have to make all 
kinds of accounts. This we 
don't want. We would simply go 
bankrupt. Another thing is the 


and in the - end to make CA 
harmless and transform it into 
a working museum. 

This is not only something 
that happens to CA, it is hap¬ 
pening all over Europe. All 
freespaces are being attacked, 
and we owe people to resist. 

We cannot win this case. They 
are smashing the place up again 
and again, but we'll continue 
to rebuild it until we only 
have a sunshade to sell 
coffee from. We cannot win, 
but it wont be us who destroy 
the place, it will be them, 
and we will have resisted. 


mainidca with this place. You 
wouldn't be allowed to smoke 
hashish here if we had a li¬ 
cence. And this is the place 
where people come to smoke. 

The other places, which have 
got their licences, they're 
constantly being closed by the 
police because people smoke or 
bring beerbottles out from the 
pub. The rules and laws which 
goes together with the legali¬ 
sation are absolutely insane! 
And then there is one more 
thing: In reality it's not 
just a question about licences 
or not. If we first accepted 
the licence, then they would 
come with new demands. It's a 
way to force us to negotiate,

Though the boycott-efforts against our autonomous anti-imperialist milieu has lasted 
for more than two years, we have untill now not published our attitude in Autonomi 
Newsletter. Instead we have formulated some answers in Danish and German, which we 
have sent to specific autonomous milieaus in Western-europe* 

But because we regularly are beeing asked by different international connexions, 
who has heard about the smear campaign and the boycott—rumours or direct has been 
contacted by the boycott-group, we find ourselves compelled to make a short synopsis 
of the smear campaign against us: 

The group who started this campaign against us (-especially against an old activist 
who has been revolutionary activist for 27 years !) has from the start been covering 
themselves under the anonymity of the ex.—squatting—movement! We of course more 
or less know who it is: A quite small group which proclames that the whole of the 
"squatting-railieu lf is behind them. But the truth is that this milieu is nothing else 
but parrot-like "supporters’ 1 who got brains enough that they are able to ’’supply 
the stories with their own imagination!”. 

When this campaign started, the boycott-group tried to make a boycott against all 
of our group. When this did not succeed (a.o. the leftwing-organisations in a common 
forum of action, fully refused the ex.—squatters demands. Only the representatives 
of a little Albania—sect formulated their dissosiation to us as autonomous, in 
supporting their demands) they directed the campaign against one single person in 
our group. The reason for this is simple competition-stress, combined with mutual 
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1 personal dislike, our selfdetermination and political profile as autonomous anti-impe¬ 
rialists in pro-portion to the broad reformist leftwing aswell as our actual criti¬ 
cism of the apolitical shrunken ex.-squatting-movement 

Instead of actual political discussion on equal terms, these boycott-people always 
reacted rabid and hostile to any criticism they met. The result has always been a wave 
of aggresivi'ty and gossip, construction of enemy perception in the squatter-scene against 
us, manipulation of concrete events torn out of the political context, small-mind¬ 
ed internal gossip-stories, apolitical witchhunts of single persons... Criticism of 
these people is synonymous with the word "smear" 

Not least because the leftovers of the squatting-movement in general are being met by 
anti-pathy and/or dis-interest from big parts of the leftwing. This has not always 
been so - this aswell in good and bad terms. The commercialising for example through 
sexist, blunted music-posters from Ungdomshuset, the depoliticalisation-process and deep 
involvement in reformist projects (see Autonomi Newsletter no. 5~91) are not unusual 
any longer in these circles. Meanwhile the rumours against us are increasing and re¬ 
newing, one of the more tragic-comic examples is the rumour that we are a sex-cult. 

I It seems that this goal-directed rumour and gossip-campaign against us (and especially 
against one comrade from our scene) has the purpose to establishing an invisible mis¬ 
trust or a direct blocade against our milieu, and by that establish their info and 
~~ contactmonopoly on international level. Something which they - as mentioned before 

did not succeed doing in Denmark. An example of the fatal consequenses of such an info- 
monopoly is the case of the 7 political prisoners in Denmark (see our critic of the 
ex.-squatters solidarity-group in our article about the 7 political prisoners in Den¬ 
mark in this issue of Autonomi Newsletter). 

People from the boycott-group are crossed about that we in an internal paper to certain 
autonomous scenes are mentioning a "German from Bonn" (without stating the name) as 
one of the driving forces in the gossip-campaign against us. At the same time this 
very person, together with others, is distributing a leaflet with various gossip and 
rumours where one comrade from our connexion is mentioned by his name. 

To examplify the "level" of this hetz -campaign: In May 91 two autonomous women from 
Berlin accidentally met two people who support the campaign against us. As soon as the 
two boycott -people found out that the two women were autonomes from Berlin, they totally 
out of context stated the hetz against our milieu.Without any political or social 
sence of occasion, and without any security-consideration. After the end of the"con- 
versation", the two from the boycott-group asked if the two were journalists. A thought 
provoking episode! But first of all inco ncieveble because of the 
tion of these people, 

There have always been some people from the squatting movement in Copenhagen, who has regar¬ 
ded our autonome mileu as political competition, and because of this attitude there have 
always ravaged a lot of rumours and not-documented gossip of the lowest level about us/ 
some of us. Also in the periods, where we in fact worked together with parts of the 
squatting movement! Mostly these rumours and this gossip come from anonymous and coverte 
sourceswhich hide themselves in the structures of the squatting mileu. They ave never 
stepped forward to an open discussion - in spite of our numerous invitations to this. 

About 2 years ago it culminated in a boycot-initiative against us. The background was that 
we received an anonymous threatning letter (!) from the squatting mileu or rat er. 
some people from this mileu. They disagreed with some acitivities that we were supposed to 
have carried though, and they submitted dictatorial the order, that we should subordinate 
to their unclear and authoritarian directives. Such directives have nothing to do among 
leftwing activists, of course we did not accept it, we insisted on our political indepen 
dence and selfdetermination. The result of this was that major parts of the squatting mileu 
decided a boycot against us - on the basis of gossip, distortions and rumours, and withou 
giving us the possibility to be present and give our point of view to all the accusations. 

We were judged - so to speak - without beeing able to defend ourselves. Most of the P e °P le 
from the former squatting mileu did not know anything at all about the development o e 
conflict, and about the different accusations, they simply joined the boycot as a reflex, 
because of the boycot-initiators dominating influence in this rather labil mileu. 

The rumours have been renewed constantly - mostly from persons, who have no direct knowledge* 
about us, and the rumours includes hundreds of stories, from paranoid security 
accusations ( because we earlier had a person name as contact for our publications, or 
practical reasons) to a lot of childish gossip about 1 'w ho said what to whom"for about 4,3 — J

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years ago, to dedicated malignant rumours about us being a "sex-sect" (!!) etc. 




What we are facing is a hatefull smear campaign, that is constantly renewed with new gossip 
it comes from the boycot-initiators, because they see us as political competition they want 
to get rid of. 

But by now there are also some ex-squatters from this mileu, who refuse to take part in 
this campaign aganist us, and among other things visit our info-cafe. 
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'No womens struggle without class- 
struggle - no class struggle with¬ 
out womens struggle", that was the 
mainslogan of the Danish womens li¬ 
beration movement in the beginning 
of the 70'ies, and this indicated 
a socialist outlook for major parts 
of the movement. Highly inspired by 
USA, The Netherlands and England 
the womens lib in 1970 started a 
rebellion, which was capable of 
shaking the traditional view of wo¬ 
men and make traces in the develop¬ 
ment of society. The womens lib was 
a movement of a socialist and anti¬ 
authoritarian outlook, and it's 
structure was non-hierarchie - 
based on autonomous basis groups 
The aim was not equal status with, 
men on the terms of society, but 
a real liberation, made possible 
by extensive changes of society. 

By means of happenings, squattings' 
and so on the womens lib was cap¬ 
able of breaking the prevailing 
law and moral and of provoking 


the public opinion to such an ex¬ 
tend that the movement obtained a 
real power of penetration. 

But much has changed since then, 
and the once so rebellious womens 
lib is today reduced to a tooth¬ 
less old aunt who has lost her need 
of rebellion. The lack of feminist 
initiatives that definite and direct¬ 
ly attack patriarchal forms of op¬ 
pression and which are working for 
a real change of society is crying 
to heaven. The womens movement in 
Denmark has developed into a com¬ 
pletely institutionalized factor. 

The reason for this development is 
first of all that the system has 
been damned good at integrating the 
womens struggle and make it harmless 
with that. 

The integration has happened in dif¬ 
ferent ways: to begin with some of 
the main demands of the movement were 
fulfilled in the short term, free 
abortion was introduced in 1973 and th 












same year the formal equal pay was 
introduced. Since the womens move- 
ment was not capable at extending 
the struggle beyond the real achie¬ 
vements to a concretizing of the. 
revolutionary perspectives and vi¬ 
sions - then the reforms contribu¬ 
ted to stop a revolutionary develop¬ 
ment in the womens movement. 

The integration of the womens move¬ 
ment has also happened by.offering 
various career possibilities for. 
women, who could use their feminist 
engagement to qualify themselves at 
the labour market. It is not without 
importance that the major parts of 
the womens movement were students 
Many of these women, who once were 
in the front-line at the barricades, 
got ah academic education or a middle- 
range training, and now they are 
deeply buried in piles of paper 
highly engaged in the development of 
their careers. 

Decisive for the integration.of the 
movement was that in the political 
development it was the ideology of 
equality which came through and buried 
the former aim: real liberation 
through revolutionary changes of' so¬ 
ciety. What the ideology of equality 
is aiming at is the equal staus to 
men - on terms of the ruling man-so¬ 
ciety. As a result of this attitude 
many women started the long travel 
through the institutions hoping they 
could change the system from within. 
They followed the strategy that claims 
that the more women who obtain a po¬ 
sition in various committees, board 
of directors etc., and the more wo¬ 
men who fill management posts in the 
private economic life and in the 
public administration - the closer 
we will get to a society with equal 
conditions for women and men. 

The system exploited the demands 
of the womens movement for it s 
own benefit. For example this is 
very clear in the latest report

from the official agency "The 
equality commission" , where the 
necessity of more female managers 
and a closer connexion between 
private and working life is em¬ 
phasized. All of this out of the 
intention of integrating women in 
the attempts of making the ruling 
system work more effective. 

In Denmark today there is no 
offensive, anti-patriarchal womens 
fight with clear demands and per¬ 
spectives. There only are various 
initiatives, projects and "libe¬ 
rated zones", where it is the wo¬ 
men who decide and basis is the 
female universe . 

The activities are in general 
limited to social relief activi 
ties for battered women and women 
with other social t>r psychological 
problems, or to womens studies of 
various kind, or to the maintenance 
of niches and zones for the alter- 
' native consume of women and diffe¬ 
rent kinds of womens culture-pro¬ 
jects dealing with music, theater, 
film, photography etc. None of 
these projects have got anything 
like a radical substance, which 
could cintribute to a feminist 
liberation process. 

As autonomous feminists we are 
trying as good as we can to con¬ 
tribute to change this situation 
by developing new revolutionary 
feminist perspectives and acti¬ 
vities .

Neonazi Kussel 
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Forty-six years ago this month, the German nazi regime of Adolf Hitler was 
defeated after six years of war in which the fascists laid waste to huge tracts of 
Europe, callously murdering six million Jews and putting over 26 million Soviet 
and other East Europeans to the sword. 

That war began with the nazi invasion of Poland in 1939 and ended with the 
hoisting of the Soviet flag in Berlin in 1945. As part of the post-w ar settlement, the 
victorious allies partitioned Germany and vowed that fascism would never be 
allowed to rise again. 

Sadly that hope has foundered and fascism is again on the march in Germany, 
not least in the former “socialist” German Democratic Republic where in April 
relaxation of travel restrictions at the German-Polish frontier led to large-scale nazi 
violence. 

That violence is only a small part of a w ave of incidents which have largely gone 
unreported elsewhere. From Searchlight's European office, we carry a special 
report on the situation in east Germany. 


The background 

The five new eastern states of the reunified 
Germany stand on the verge of economic, 
social and, in the long run, political 
collapse. 

Last year, the integration of the eastern 
states by Helmut ' Kohl’s Christian 
Democratic Union-led coalition govern¬ 
ment began formally with the adoption of 
the West German Mark as the all-German 
currency on 1 July. 

This exercise, which alone cost £39 
billion and was recently described by 
German Bundesbank president Karl-Otto 
Pohl as “a disaster”, had several major 
consequences. 

Firstly, at a stroke, it spelled doom for 
east German industry which was im¬ 
mediately rendered uncompetitive and 
which, since it was already technically 
backward, under-capitalised and near- 
bankrupt, rapidly began to disintegrate. 

Secondly, in the short-term, monetary 
union was a windfall for those with savings 
who were able to embark upon a short¬ 
lived consumer boom, buying the electrical 
goods, cars and other items, including 
food, which had long been in short supply. 

Thirdly, and most cruelly, it dramatically 
heightened the expectation — deliberately 
fostered by west German media campaigns 
— that reunification would quickly lead to 
access to west German living standards in 
the east. 

And finally there was the question of 
nationalism. Kohl, the entire west German 
political establishment and their new 
“democratic” protegees in the east, 
including the Social Democrats, harped 
constantly on the theme of unity of the 
German nation, even in some cases taking 
up fascist catchphrases. 

This relentless propaganda fuelled the 
notions of “German identity” that had been 
so aggressively displayed in the 



demonstrations in Leipzig and Dresden, 
which had led to the ultimate fall of the 
Communists. Monetary union now 
symbolised that renewed “national” sense 
of “identity”. 

Today it has the air of a nightmare. East 
Germany is peering into the abyss. The 
artificial boom is over and savings have 
been gobbled up by higher prices. State 
subsidies, which held prices artificially low 
on such vital items as food, public transport 
and rents, have gone, inflicting enormous 
poverty and high levels of personal debt. 

Wages remain, despite cosmetic 
increases, at a pitiful level — between 30 
per cent and 50 per cent of pay levels in 
west Germany — and the signs are that, fn 
the face of employers’ intransigence and 
the weakness of the trade unions, the gap 
will widen rather than narrow. 

So far, according to Marcello 
Malentacchi, leader of the Geneva-based 
International Metalworkers’ Federation, 
only 25 per cent of east German workers 
have joined the powerful IG Metall union 
and other unions ‘report only small-scale 
recruitment. 

Many workers see no point in joining a 
union if their workplace is about to close. In 
the face of the industrial collapse, more 
than three million people out of a 


population of just over sixteen million are 
either jobless or on “final notice short- 
time”. Predictions are that unemployment 
could rise to a staggering 60 per cent by the 
end of this year. 

Key industrial enterprises in the east are 
folding daily. The former markets of the 
Soviet bloc have vanished forever. Firms 
are being chopped up under privatisation 
and leading firms like the state airline 
Interflug and the-giant shipyards in 
Rostock have gone under or, in the case of 
the world-famous Carl Zeiss optics 
company, hover on the edge of bankruptcy. 

So, even, do major cities like Leipzig and 
Dresden, the former only being saved from 
a recent declaration that it was broke by 
emergency cash aid from the federal 
government in Bonn. 

In the lesser known towns, hospitals and 
kindergartens have been closed through 
lack of funds, heating on housing estates 
has been turned down, refuse piles litter the 
streets and public transport can no longer 
be guaranteed. Ecologically the east has 
been labelled a catastrophe zone. 

On top of all this, farmers too have been 
hurled into the depths of poverty. In east 
Berlin, one sees the results all too 
obviously with farmers’ wagons parked at 
city centre sites like the Alexanderplatz, 
loaded with produce that cannot be sold. 

Socially the situation has all the 
indications of a mounting catastrophe: the 
birthrate has declined by one third while 
crime, suicide, drug abuse and alcoholism 
rates are soaring as anxiety about the future 
deepens. 

The political implications of the disaster 
that has been inflicted on the eastern states 
are frightening. Having moved in 1945 
straight from nazism to Stalinism, there has 
been no experience of democracy. 

Chancellor Kohl has rightly been 
branded a liar for breaking his promises to 
bring prosperity to the east. More than 66 
per cent of east Germans now say that their 
expectations from reunification have not 
been fulfilled and the new “democratic” 
parties are discredited, especially in the 
eyes of the youth. 

Worse, in conditions ideal for 
radicalisation, a widening political vacuum 
has opened up. The traditional left, which 
historically has been the focal point of anti¬ 
fascism, no longer exists in any meaningful 
sense. 

The former communist Party of 
Democratic Socialism, though thoroughly 
reformed and ably led by Gregor Gysi, now 
has fewer than 200,000, mainly middle- 
aged members and has been denuded of its 
property and resources by a whole series of 
repressive measures. As to the Social 
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Democrats, they have little real credibility 
in the population at large and bear 
responsibility for whipping up virulent anti¬ 
communism. No anti-fascist lead is 
forthcoming. 

In March, there were big protests at the 
crisis, drawing more than 100,000 onto the 
streets of Leipzig and other cities. Protest is 
important but more important is its real 
content. And here the portents were not 
good, with speakers engaging in anti¬ 
communist witch-hunting and voicing the 
sentiment: “We will not allow ourselves to 
become second-class Germans”. 

Even anti-fascist traditions cut little ice 
any longer. Anti-fascism is identified with 
Stalinist state ideology and this has had the 
effect of making nazi ideas more attractive 
in east Germany, especially amongst 
sections of youth who really believe that the 
crimes of nazism were invented for 
communist propaganda purposes. 

A prime consequence is the rising level 
of racism directed at foreigners and 
refugees and of neo-nazi activity. Fascists 
like Republikaner boss Franz Schonhuber 
and Michael Kiihnen see the five new states 
as a growth area for nationalist propaganda 
of the “Germany for the Germans! 
Foreigners Out” variety. 

Peter Frisch, deputy-president of the 
German internal security service, the 
Verfassungsschutz, said recently that the 
number of active right-wing extremists in 
Germany as a whole doubled in 1990. On 
official figures, this means there are now 
more than 77,000 activists on the far right. 

Warnings about the dangers of right- 
wing extremism are now part of the fabric 
of daily political life in Germany with 
bishops, public figures, police chiefs, 
Jewish community representatives, state 
officials and trade union leaders voicing 
alarm and concern at the deteriorating 
political atmosphere and calling for tough 
measures against neo-nazis. 

However, like much else in the east, law 
and order has almost ceased to exist and 
opportunities have been carved out for a 
visible escalation of fascist and racist 
violence that is already in motion and is 
being conducted with apparent impunity. 

The crisis can only deepen and, given the 
economic strains, spread westward. 
Throwing money at structural problems 
cannot work. Of Bonn’s 1991 budget for 
the eastern states 40 per cent'had already 
been swallowed up by the end of February. 

Estimates are that the running costs of 
reunification stand at 128 billion Marks 
(£43 million) for 1991, building up to a 
collossal trillion Marks by the end of the 
decade. 

However strong and prosperous, no 
economy, not even the west German one, 
can stand such costs without serious 
political and social consequences. By the 
end of this year, despite jacking up taxes by 
over seven per cent — another broken Kohl 
promise — the German budget will be 
£50 billion in the red. 

The frustration currently being 
expressed often in violent terms can only 
get worse with Germany’s 4,196,000 
immigrants an4 refugees and the 30,000- 
strong Jewish community as the main target 
for those most alienated. 


Anti-fascists everywhere must now 
watch the situation closely and be ready to 
act in solidarity with those on the sharp end 
of the racist and fascist onslaught and to 
defend German anti-fascists who are 
determined that history shall not repeat 
itself. 

Border boneheads 

Nazi mobs attacked buses and blocked 
roads at the German-Polish frontier 
crossings in Frankfurt an der Oder, Guben 
and Gorlitz on the First day of visa-free 
travel between the two countries in April. 

Televised news broadcasts from 
Frankfurt an der Oder showed a 250-strong 
mob of masked nazis stopping a Polish 
touring coach, on which an orchestra was 
travelling, before systematically smashing 
its windscreen and bombarding it with 
heavy stones, bottles and other missiles.. 

Other TV footage pictured the nazis 
surrounding the bus and kicking in its side 
panels and screaming slogans including 
“Germany for the Germans”, “Only a dead 
Pole is a good pig” and “Jew's out” to 
applause from passers-by. 

Tw'O members of the orchestra w'ere 
injured by flying glass and 41 of the neo- 
nazis w'ere arrested, and later released, by 
police w'ho said the attacks had “taken them 
unawares”. 

Why this should have been the case is 
unclear. Several days before the attacks, 
top German neo-nazi leader Michael 
Kiihnen had publicly pledged that his 
followers would ensure that no Poles w'ould 
enter Germany and the Polish newspaper 
Gazeta Oubuska had warned would-be 
travellers about the dangers of nazi 
violence. 

It took the police several hours to break 
up the marauding gangs of fascists and 
reinforcements had to be called up from 
Germany's frontier troops of the 
Bundesgrenzschutz (BGS). 

Though the crossing points w'ere quiet 
and patrolled by heavily-armed BGS 
soldiers the next day, Frankfurt an der 


Oder was alive with enthusiastic rumours 
that Kiihnen or the fascist Republikaner 
boss, Franz Schonhuber. would come to 
speak. 

Further along the 275-mile frontier, 
incidents were reported at Guben and 
Gorlitz where groups of German 
nationalists succeeded in blocking roads 
leading from the border crossings. 

In fact the frontier incidents were only 
the latest in a rising tide of neo-nazi 
violence against refugees and political 
opponents and at soccer matches that has 
swept east Germany in recent weeks. 

In Dresden, an orgy of nazi mayhe^i 
over the Easter weekend culminated, in 
the brutal murder of a 28-year-old 
Mozambican, Jorge Gomondai, after a 
group of between seven and ten fascist 
skinheads cornered him on a tram. 

According to eyewitnesses, who did not 
intervene, the skinheads beat Gomondai 
severely and threw him out of the moving 
tram. When they reached the next stop, 
they got off the tram and kicked their victim 
repeatedly about thread, causing injuries 
from which he died on 8 April. At his 
funeral mourners w'ere attacked by neo- 
nazis. 

In other incidents, which, said the 
Dresden police, w'ere being reported at the 
rate of one every tw'o hours, nazi gangs 
attacked foreign street traders, wrecked 
youth clubs and the left-wing cafe, The 
Tivoli, vandalised cars and completely 
destroyed a shop in the Dresden 
Neustadter railway station. 

Football fascists 

Football too has been suffering more than a 
little fascist violence in the past few' w'eeks. 
Despite the police shooting of a member of 
a nazi-led hooligan mob in Leipzig last 
November, the hate-crazed fascist football 
gangs have not been deterred from creating 
chaos. 

Dresden w'as again the scene of a major 
riot at last month's European Cup match 
between Dynamo Dresden and Red Star 
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Belgrade. The match was abandoned after 
78 minutes when police failed to control 
violence by nazi-inspired soccer louts. 

Throughout the match, the players came 
under a hail of missiles from sections of the 
crowd. Even before the match, buses from 
the 1,200 Belgrade fans were wrecked in 
the city centre. 

Over 1,000 police were on duty and when 
the riot started, four water cannons, dogs 
and special units were brought into action 
but were unable to control the sieg heiling 
mob. 

Only the weekend before, other mobs of 
Hitler-saluting louts had engaged in 
fighting in several other cities. In Cottbus, 
an FC Energie Cottbus spokesman said 
violence there had been the worst in the 
club’s history. 

In Rostock, battered by the closure of its 
big shipbuilding industry, young nazi- 
inspired fans attacked police and wrecked 
city centre shops while rival fans from east 
Berlin caused £300,000 worth of damage to 
a train. 

In the smaller town of Eisenhiittenstadt, 
where several ugly racist attacks have also 


taken place, a large crowd carrying 
German Imperial war flags attacked police 
before swaggering into the town centre and 
giving Hitler salutes. 

Part of the pattern of soccer violence is to 
use the stadium as a meeting point for nazi 
slogan shouting after the match, and illegal 
demonstrations in city centres, where 
violence is meted out to left-wing cafes, 
bookshops, squatted houses and 
foreigners. 

Federal Interior Minister Wolfgang 
Schauble has called on the security forces to 
take all necessary steps in eastern Germany 
to bring these violent hooligans under 
control, but privately senior police officers 
admit that the situation is now beyond that 
stage. 


Racist rampage 

Race-hate is running wild in the five east 
German states since the overthrow of the 
communist regime, according to a special 
commission established to investigate the 
problem.

The commission, set up by the Federal 
German Ministry of Labour, includes 
representatives of unions, employers, 
scientists and other researchers and will 
discuss strategies to fight xenophobia. 

Its preliminary meetings recorded 
agreement that many east Germans simply 
do not know anything about foreigners and 
decided to prpmote an information 
campaign and facilitate meetings between 
different communities. 

It was also proposed that the media 
should be drawn into the campaign and that 
seminars on the theme should be widely 
organised. 

Ursula Boos-Niinning from the 
University of Essen said that politicians 
should make clear statements in favour of 
“good community relations*’. 

Last autumn, a Labour Ministry survey 
in the eastern states, conducted by the 
Cologne Institute for Social Research, 
interviewed 400 people at length and found 
“significant levels of xenophobia which 
could spread to west Germany*’. 

The Cologne researchers attributed 
much of the rising racist sentiment to fears 
of unemployment — four million east 
Germans are expected to be jobless by the 
end of the year — and by the politics of the 
former communist regime “which did not 
promote integration". 

About 25 per cent of those surveyed 
expressed clear anti-foreigner and racist 
views with Africans and Asians on top of 
the list. 

A majority stated contradictory feelings 
about foreigners in their midst. In reply to 
specific questions like “should 20 per cent of 
asylum seekers be given refuge in east 
Germany", 64 per cent said no. 

Since December, east Germany has been 
allotted a quota of 20 per cent of all asylum 
seekers and the figure is expected to be 
over 40,000 in 1991. 

An improvement in the economy, an end 
to unemployment and positive life 
prospects were a vital necessity, the 
researchers said. 

As if to illustrate this, within days of the 
commission's statement, a fascist-led 25- 
strong mob laid siege to a home for 
refugees in Leisnig, Saxony. 

Armed with iron bars, clubs and spades, 
they battered the refugees and two Indians 
were so badly injured that they had to have 
emergency hospital treatment. 

The terror attack led 50 of the refugees to 
flee in fear across the former German 
frontier to the neighbouring state of 
Hessen. 

A young Pakistani told reporters that the 
gang broke into the building “shouting 
racist insults and damaging fittings”. He 
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This is predictable because of the 
antisemitism that constitutes the very core 
of nazi philosophy and ideology and views 
the Jews as the main threat to the white 
Nordic Aryan race. 

Thus the violence is neither accidental 
nor spontaneous. It is organised on the 
basis of a clear, if perverted, world view. 
Behind it stand activists from the 
assortment of organisations — Nationale 
Liste, Deutsche Alternative, Nationale 
Alternative — which among others 
comprise and are controlled by Michael 
Kuhnen’s criminal racist and antisemitic 
conspiracy, the so-called “Movement . 

Kuhnen’s leadership rests on two human 
pillars: Christian Worch, his sinister “fixer'’ 
in the west, and the convicted and violent 
Austrian criminal, Gottfried Kiissel, in the 


said that they then “set about the 55 
refugees with fists and boots . 

a" Turkish refugee had his testicles 
severely damaged and others sustained cuts 
and heavy bruises. The attackers left the 
hostel when police finally appeared. No 
arrests were made. 

The 50 refugees who fled to Hessen were 
later given permission to stay, despite an 
earlier order by the state Interior Ministry 
to return to the east where they would have 
faced more harassment. 

The asylum seekers were to have been 
deported in two buses to a centre near 
Cottbus, a neo-nazi stronghold, but after 
fierce protests from many organisations the 
plan was scrapped. 

In another fascist raid on a newly-opened 
refugee centre in Klotze in Sachsen- 
Anhalt, three men were injured when 30 
.racists wielding home-made weapons 
stormed the building. 

A similar incident occurred in Hohe- 


Schonhausen, on the outskirts of Berlin, 
where a gang of skinheads and other nazi 
supporters heaved lumps of concrete 
through the windows of a centre for 
Vietnamese guest workers. 

Elsewhere, nazis have again been in 
violent action in Eisenhuttenstadt where, 
following a series of assaults on the city’s 
refugee reception centre, over 100 youths 
blitzed an encampment of French Romany 
people. 

In the attack, which took place in mid- 
March, a caravan was overturned and 
several cars completely destroyed. Later 
the Romany people were abused and 
attacked by passers-by in the city centre 
and had to leave under heavy police 
protection. 

Clearly the attacks are spreading and it 
can be predicted fairly safely that the next 
targets will be reception centres for Soviet 
Jews who have opted to seek asylum in 
Germanv. 


east. 

One of Kiissel’s main objectives has been 
to extend Kuhnen’s nazi cadre organisation 
in Leipzig, Dresden and Cottbus. Kiissel s 
activities include the planning of violence 
and the recruitment of those who will carry 
it out. ^ 

Wherever Kiissel goes, violence follows. 
When he was in east Berlin, there was a 
wave of anti-Jewish daubings and cemetery 
desecrations. Since he moved south, the 
activity of the nazis has grown more brutal 
and aggressive. He is the architect of nazi 
terror. 

Now r , so serious is the situation 
exemplified above and so frequent are the 
nazi attacks that the refugee support 
organisation Pro-Asyl has demanded 
immediate protection for asylum seekers 
who seek shelter in western Germany after 
attacks in the east where violence is 
escalating at the same rate as 
unemployment. 


THE POLITICS OF NECROPHILIA 
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Plans are well advanced in Germany 
for what is destined to be the most 
astonishing display of nationalist 
necrophilia in modern German 
history. 

No, they are not looking for Hitler’s 
remains . . . yet . . . but the latest 
moves are nor so many steps removed 
from that. ' 

The case in point is the preparation 
for the re-interment, in August this year, 
of coffins with the bodies of Frederick 
the Great and his father at the Palace of 
Sans Souci in Potsdam, near Berlin. 

The corpses of the Prussian militarist 
idols will be brought “home” to 
Potsdam from Hechingen in Baden- 
Wurttemberg, southern Germany, in a 
special royal train, which has been 
refurbished at enormous cost, from the 
Kaiser’s time. 

Before the train even leaves its 
starting point at the Hohenzollern 
palace at Hechingen, there will be a full 
ceremony with Prussian martial music, 
including a new military march, the 
Fredericus Rex March, as a send-off. 

The organiser of the Prussian-style 
ceremony and composer of the new 


march music is Prince Louis Ferdinand 
of Prussia, the grandson of Kaiser 
Wilhelm and the head of the 
Hohenzollern family. 

The Prince says that arrangements are 
still under discussion with the 
authorities in Potsdam, but it is definite 
that the train will arrive at the former 
Kaiser station in the town on 17 August. 

At exactly midnight on the same day, 
the bodies will be re-buried — according 
to Frederick the Great’s last wish in a 
grave on the terrace of the Sans Souci 
palace. Taking part, but unlikely to be 
anywhere near a shovel, will be none 
other than the German Chancellor, 
Helmut Kohl. 

It is ironic that less than a year after 
German reunification, the Hohen- 
zollerns should be permitted to arrange 
this demonstration, with full Prussian 
military trappings, in the very same 
venue where the Allied leaders suppos¬ 
edly set the seal on the destruction of 
German nationalism and fascism in 1945. 

However," this is not the first 
reappearance of members of the royal 
family on the political stage. In 
February, another Hohenzollern, 
Princess Maria Theresa of Prussia, 


emerged into the light. 

Her role was even more sinister, 
bringing greetings, along with British 
fascist historian David Irving, to a 
6,000-strong rally of the • neo-nazi 
Deutsche Volks Union (D\U) in 
Passau, Bavaria. 

Her theme on this occasion was that 
the so-called “lost territories” — East 
Prussia, Pomerania, Silesia and 
Konigsberg — in the east should be 
restored to Germany. East Germany is 
for the Princess still “Central Germany”. 

These developments are not 
accidental. German nationalism was an 
essential ingredient of the reunification 
drive and the Prussian emperors are of 
incalculable symbolic importance in 
German nationalist mythology. 

Since reunification the media have 
begun efforts to rehabilitate the 
German aristocracy, who formed 20 per 
cent of Hitler’s murderous SS, and the 
Hohenzollerns. 

Kohl, who gives his friends the books 
of David Irving as Christmas presents, is 
part of this rehabilitation programme 
and his wrestling with the corpses of the 
most famous Prussian militarists only 
encourages it.

On January 2nd, 1991 anti-imperialist political 
prisoners Tom Manning and Richard Williams appeared 
in New Jersey superior court for a hearing to decide legal 
issues before William’s retrial for the self-defense kill¬ 
ing of a state trooper in 1981. 

Manning and Williams are accused of being 
members of the United Freedom Front (UFF), which 
claimed responsibility for the bombings of corporations 
supporting the fascist regime in South Africa, of major 
arms developers for the illegal u.s. wars in Central 
America, and of u.s. military installations during the 
1980s. Manning and Williams, together with comrades 
Ray Levasseur, Pat Gros-Levasseur, Carol Manning, 
Barbara Cum-Laaman, and Jaan Laaman, form the 
group known as the OHIO 7. 

The two stood trial for the shooting during 1986- 
87. Manning was convicted and sentenced to life plus 30 
years. The jury in Williams’ trial was divided, with the 
majority voting for acquittal. Manning has maintained 
throughout that Williams was not with him on the night 
of the shooting. However, the state is now preparing for 
Williams’ retrial. 

During this hearing, the stale was seeking permis¬ 
sion to take blood samples which they could then com¬ 
pare with blood found in Manning’s car after the shoot¬ 
out. The state hopes to use a dubious new DNA test to try 
and link Williams’ to the shooting. 

Manning’s lawyers argued that a sample of his 
blood is irrelevant to Williams’ retrial since Manning 
has already been convicted of the shooting. The defence 
contends that the state really wants the blood to compare 
with that found at the scene of an armoured car expro¬ 
priation in New York which they suspect was a UFF 
action. 

The judge ruled that a hearing would be held at a 
later date to determine the reliability of the blood test, 
which has never been used in a New Jersey court. After 
this determination, the judge said he would decide 
whether a blood sample from Manning was warranted. 
However, prison officials forcibly took blood samples 
from both men, despite their physical resistance. 

Williams’ lawyer was successful in forcing the 
public defender’s office to pay for the expert witnesses 
necessary for his defence. This was a precedent setting 
decision because Williams is being defended by his own 
lawyer, Lynn Stewart, who is donating her services. 
Both Manning and Williams see this as an important 
decision which may help with future cases against revo¬ 
lutionaries and other activists. 

However, the implications of this decision for 
Williams’ defence have been extremely curtailed by the 
state, who are only providing $2000 to pay for his expert 



witnesses. Given that scientific experts routinely charge 
upwards of $150 per hour for their services, this sum is 
obviously unacceptable and w-ill not cover even two 
weeks of court costs. What little is left of the facade of 
“justice” completely crumbles aw-ay when we realize 
that the state itself is spending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars on their ow r n experts. It is clear that an overall 
lack of money is not the case here. Rather it is part of the 
a continuing attempt to deny Williams the resources 
necessary for his defence against this vindictive prose¬ 
cution. 

The New Jersey prosecutors are also trying to 
bring the case to court as soon as possible, arguing the 


necessity of a speedy trial. The fact that the state of New 
Jersey was quite happy to turn Williams over to the feds 
for four years during the sedition trial in Springfield 
makes a mockery of this claim. It is again an obvious 
attempt to limit the preparation time of Williams’ and his 
attorney. 

In other OHIO 7 news, Barbara Curzi-Laaman has 
been approved for parole and is expected to be released 
in November, 1991. However, Carol Manning, who re¬ 
ceived the identical sentence as Curzi-Laaman, was de¬ 
nied parole after refusing to assist prosecutors with their 
case against Williams. She is not expected to be released 
until she completes her sentence in 1994.

Could you trace your own development as a 
revolutionary • the development of your own political 
consciousness - and particularly what motivated 
your decision to move from above-ground commu¬ 
nity organizing and political activity to clandestine 
activity. 


the things that the Weather Underground were doing. I 

wasn’t really clear on what the Weather Underground 
was about but I liked that way, clandestine resistance. It 
took me a couple of years to find people who had the 
same affinity for those kinds of activities, but eventually 
we did hook up. 


The need for revolution is obvious depending on 
where you’re from. If you’re sitting in a suburban house 
with a two car garage and a birdbath in the back, with 
your 25" TV telling you that you’re OK and the world’s 
OK, that’s one thing. Myself I came up from theprojects. 

I grew up in the housing projects in the city. With the lack 

of things we needed in the family and in the community 
it was always obvious that something was wrong. But 
with the conditioning you get from the system, it’s hard 
to make an analysis at that time why you’re inside that 
kind of situation. 

When I got out into the world, basically joining the 
service, just being around people from all around the 
country, it was almost like, at first, that I was dropped 
from the moon into the middle of this population that had 
no idea what or wherel came from, or vice versa. It was 
because of that conditioning, of growing up in the inner- 
city in the projects, always basically on the edge...it was 
an on-the-edge existence. 

As the time passed in the service I started meeting 
other people from different cities, inner-city situations - 
New York, New Jersey, Philadelphia, Oakland - and I 
started to make the realization that there are two cultures 
within the one, the haves and the have-nots. That’s how 
we used to identify. We used to associate together along 
those lines in the service. 

Once I got to Vietnam, being really aware of the 
different backgrounds in people, when I got to Vietnam 
the contrasts were so clear of america and what america 
expected, what it claimed and what was actually hap¬ 
pening over in Vietnam. So all of that added up. 

Coming back to the States after Vietnam it wasn’t 
long before I ended up in state prison. It’s a place where 
a lot of Vietnam veterans ended up at that time. That’s 
when I first started putting all of this in some kind of 
perspective, and also seeing what was going on on the 
outside. I was in prison during the late ’60s, from ’66 on, 
when all the demonstrations were happening, basically 
around the war but there was still something of the civil 
rights movement going on then. 

Then came 1968, with Martin Luther King being 
executed and the uprisings in the cities, stuff got really 
militant inside. We took part in a lot of work strikes and 
hungerstrikes and things like that, and all the beatings 
and ship-outs and everything that goes along with that 
kind of stuff. 

That’s when I started making a decision on where 
I was going to be, on what side of the struggles that were 
going on. At the same time there were a lot of racial 
problems inside, white prisoners fighting against Black 
prisoners, etc., and basically I made some choices then, 
with the reading I was doing and the people that I was 
getting locked up with in segregation, that there was a 
need for revolutionaries out there and if and when I got 
out of the joint, that’s what I was going to do. Take it to 
the streets, basically. 

After getting out in ’71... I started looking for 
people to hook up with to do some kind of political work, 
not knowing for sure what exactly I wanted to do. I was 
attracted to the very militant stance of the Panthers and 


Part of the pattern of armed resistance which 
we’ve seen over the past 20 years, specifically by 
white anti-imperialists, are actions done in solidarity 
with or in support of anti-colonial struggles and lib¬ 
eration struggles in the “Third World” (Latin Amer¬ 
ica, Africa, Southeast Asia, etc.). What is the relation¬ 
ship between armed resistance in North America and 
the revolutionary struggles around the world? 

Let me speak just from my own experience. I 
started struggling from a seif need, from the experiences 
of W’hat I grew up in and what I knew and felt those needs 
were, not in solidarity with anybody else. It’s not as 
though I started from some kind of intellectual abstrac¬ 
tion. I knew where I came from and I knew the people I 
was working with. 

When I was doing above-ground work, was going 
down to the welfare office and jumping on the desks for 
families who needed heating oil to get through the 
winter, those kinds of things. We were doing a lot of 
prison support work, fighting for prisoners' rights inside 
and fighting for support for the families outside. Most 
families outside are poor people, working and poor 
people. So that’s the basis of where I come from. It’s 
more from an inside out kind of perspective than outside 
in - an in support or in sympathy kind of perspective. 

It was basically a realization that my struggle and 
the struggles of where I’m coming from are similar to the 
struggles of people in places like El Salvador. They 
don't want to take over the world or anything like that, 
they just want to improve their lot to the point where it’s 
livable and has some kind of hope and some kind of 
future to it. That’s all we were fighting for in the commu¬ 
nities. It’s just a matter of realizing that your community 
is the same as their community, and that makes both of 
these communities our community. 

You and your comrades, the OHIO 7, are 
among the more than 200 political prisoners and 
prisoners of war currently held in U.S. prisons. Do 
you feel that there is an increasing awareness of the 
existence of PP/POWs in the U.S.? 


There is an increasing awareness of political pris¬ 
oners and why there are political prisoners, but not as 
much as we would like to think. We tend to have a lot of 
contact with each other, and with people who have been 
involved for a long time newly coming together to or¬ 
ganize around PP/POWs, so it gives us the feeling that 
we’re reaching out and we’re really getting somewhere. 
But then I have contact with other people around the 
country and they don't even know there are political 
prisoners. It amazes me when I’m in touch with someone 
doing political work somewhere, like down in Kentucky 
or somewhere. All of a sudden I find this new connection 
and here’s someone who’s been doing community work 
for fifteen years and they’ve never heard of any of the 
political prisoners except the ones who’ve been on “60 
Minutes’’. It amazes me with all the energy I see going 
into this political prisoner support work and awareness 


During the past few years we’ve seen increasing 
attempts by the u.s. government to criminalize resis¬ 
tance. The state has been using things like anti-rack¬ 
eteering (RICO) laws, originally designed to fight or¬ 
ganized crime, and seditious conspiracy laws to 
prosecute clandestine activists. We certainly saw this 
in the case of you and your comrades. It’s also been 
used extensively against Puerto Rican independentis- 
tas. What do you see as the state’s agenda in using 
these laws and do you think they pose a threat to 
above-ground organizing as well? 

First of all, I think the use of RICO against the 
Puerto Ricans and then against us is basically an attempt 
to deny the fact that there are political prisoners, and ul¬ 
timately that there is a need for political struggle in this 
country or in those areas which this country tries to 
dominate. The first aspect oTcriminalization is denying 
the justness of the struggle. 

The use of RICO against us, and originally against 
the Puerto Rican comrades, is a test They used it suc¬ 
cessfully against the Puerto Ricans. They got convic¬ 
tions. They got big time. The next step, once you’ve used 
it successfully against people of colour, is to see if you 
can use it against white people. Basically, I think that's 
what their progression was. If they can successfully use 
it against us, this small group of white people being the 
OHIO 7, the next step w-ould be to use it against people 
in above-ground work. They can tailor it. All they’ve got 
to do is find tw-o acts that have some kind of aspect to 
them that they can classify as “criminal”. If they can find 
those tw'o acts, then they can make a conspiracy out of 
any kind of organizing that you can imagine. Anywhere 
where you’re putting out a message and an agenda, if 
they can attach two acts together that they can justify as 
“criminal” then they’ve got a RICO conspiracy. 

Do you think that the left as a whole in the u .s. is 
aware of this threat and are taking it seriously? 

Not the left as a whole, but I don’t think the left as 
a whole in this country has ever come to any kind of 
consensus on anything. There are people who are taking 
it seriously, and that’s why we got as much support as w'e 
did around that trial. We didn’t get as wide a range of 
support as we would have liked to have had. One of the 
things with the OHIO 7 is that we’ve always tried to 
reach out and be as inclusive as possible in everything 
we did or said, even while we were underground, in our 
communiques and stuff. But the support we did get 
around the trial was people who understood what they 
were struggling against. They weren't supporting per¬ 
sonalities or anything like that. They understood the 
seriousness and the potential enormity of what was 
coming down there in Springfield. 


It seemed like in both the OHIO 7 Seditious 
Conspiracy trial, and also the recent Resistance Con¬ 
spiracy Case, there was, in many ways, a successful 
attempt by the government to isolate the clandestine 
activists from the above ground activists by throwing 
around accusations of “terrorism”, trying to intimi¬ 
date people and stop them from doing support work. 

I think a lot of the isolation was done while we were 
still underground. I think they accomplished .that to a 
good degree, between their propaganda and their terror¬ 
izing of the community. Once w ( e had been captured - we 
were totally isolated when we were first captured - any 
breakthroughs we made at all were major victories. It 
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Tom Manning interview continued... 
was a constantly progressing thing, and it still is, that we 
are getting out of that isolation and we are reaching out. 
What we were about when we were active in the field and 
what we still are about, even though we can only work 
in a limited fashion now. It’s constant. Anybody who 
takes the time to listen to it and who takes the time to 
make all the connections that we’ve always made under¬ 
stands where we’re coming from. If they’re not geared 
for that mode of operation, then at least they can support 
it and understand it. Armed struggle against the same 
enemy, no maUer what your geographic or geopolitical 
borders are, has the same needs. 


In the upcoming trial that you and your com¬ 
rade, Richard Williams, are Involved in in New Jer¬ 
sey, the state Is attempting to introduce a new blood 
screening technique. You and Richard have been 
struggling, both physically and legally, to defeat the 
Introduction of this testing. What is this test and what 
threat do you and Richard think it poses as a prosecu¬ 
tion tool, particularly in political cases? 


for ihe system lhat I’m struggling against They [the 
slate] are trying to get more bite for their buck out of this 
trial. Anything they try to get over on us in this trial we 
will contest. That goes equally for the blood test. 

I don’t want to give the blood any specific signifi¬ 
cance. It’s an unproven, new scientific lest. It’s been 
used in roughly 400 trials in this country to one degree 
or another, successfully or unsuccessfully. As people 
understand the newness of it, and as it develops, it’s like 
anything else. The more you leam about it the more you 
realize how little you knew about it yesterday. That’s 
w'hat is happening with this technology. It’s just like 
Yoiceprints or lie-detectors lhat they thought were all- 
powerful and convincing ten years ago. You can’t get 
lie-detector testimony in a courtroom these days. I think 
that’s eventually what’s going to happen w'ith this blood 
test. On that aspect, that’s how we’re challenging it. 


Just to wrap up, given the ever-increasing state 
of repression in North America, what do you see as 
the role of clandestine revolutionary organizations in 
the u.s. and Canada during the coming years? 


They’re coming to take this phone right now, so 
I’ll be real quick. Basically, the role of armed struggle 
anywhere is conditioned by time and place. At some 
point, in places like El Salvador, it becomes the main 
thrust. Right now, armed struggle in this country is 
basically armed propaganda, a demonstration tool. For 
people as a whole, armed struggle gives them another 
option to fight the system with. 

You’ve got to struggle on all levels, with weapons 
or with leaflets, and with ideas... 


First to speak to that physical struggle. Each time 
they’ve taken the blood - going all the way back to the 
day after I was captured when they wanted hair samples, 
and it took fifteen FBI agents and city detectives in Nor¬ 
folk, Virginia to get that - we’ve taken a position of non¬ 
collaboration, not passive non-collaboration but aggres¬ 
sive non-collaboration. Anything I can make them work 
harder for to get I will, even though they’ll ultimately get 
it anyway. That’s just consistent with my position on 
armed struggle. I’ll fight these people any way I can, by 
any means necessary. Richard has the same position. 

As far as the legal thing -1 hate to say legal because 
that puts the connotation of legality on the trial, but for 
the sake of getting the conversation going w'e’ll go with 
the word “legal” - we can test that as much as we can test 
anything else in this trial. Basically, w’hat happened out 
on the road was a self-defense armed confrontation 
between me and a cop, who I look at as a front line soldier

* THE TRIPLE OPPRESSION * 




Since 2 imprisoned comrades from the RAF, Eva and Gisel, in spring 1990 wrote the 
letter " Women policy and liberation process" a discussion about women's liberation 
strategy has developed among autonome, militant feminists. (This letter from Eva and 
Gisel was published in Interim nr. 95). Among others some feminists from Switzerland 
participated in the discussion with their statement "A stone in the sun", and also 
women from Radikal have taken part and published their reflections . (These two 
articles can be read in Radikal nr. 141). 

We think the discussion process is very important for the development of an autonome, 
anti-patriarchal struggle. With the following comments we hope to contribute to this 
development. 


The fight for liberation is international - and it has many ways of expression; One 
of them is the feminist and anti-patriarchal fight for women's liberation. 

We don't think that the fight for women's liberation means a reduction of the aim of 
the revolutionary fight, such as Eva and Gisel write. And we don 't think that only ■ 
the feminist struggle can garantee an end to all oppression and exploitation, such as 
the feminists from Switzerland write in their article "A stone in the sun". 

We think the feminist, revolutionary fight is an absolutely necessary part of the fight 
for universal liberation; it is exactly a part of this fight and at the same time 
completely indispensable! 

In this connexion it is important to emphasize the 3-dimensioned character of oppresf 
sion - the triple oppression - that is the oppression from capital, patriarchate and 
racism. These elements of oppression are in different combinations inseparable and 
belonging together in dialectical interaction, as well theoretically as historically 
and in the fights of today. 

It is not a question of 3 different fights some being more important than others; 
it is not a question of 3 different phases sane having higher priority than others. 

It is a question of elements of one and the same fight. Because freedom cannot be 
divided. NOone is free as long as others still live in oppression. We think this 
understanding of the character of the liberation fight must build the basis of the 
development of the feminist, anti-patriarchal fight. 



The Swiss feminists are right in criticising the traditional leftwing concept, which 
claim that all liberation struggles are a result of the main antagonism of society 
- the antagonism between capital and workers - and that therefore only the working 
class constitutes the revolutionary subject. This concept ignores men's oppression 
of women, the white's oppression of the blacks, the Western world rulers' oppression 
of the socalled third world, and doesn't accept the revolutionary explosive force 
of these antagonisms. It is therefore a patriarchal, racist and Europe centred con¬ 
cept. But probably it is also a concept that is slowly diappearing concurrently with 
the die out of the traditional leftwing parties. The general exodus of the leftwing 
will also result in new definitions and conceptions for the antagonisms of society 
and for the understanding of the revolutionary subject(s). 


But we think it leads only to confusion of conceptions when the Swiss feminists state 
that sex is a class, that women and men belong to different classes with contradic¬ 
tionary interests. There is no doubt that all men benefit and profit from the oppres¬ 
sion of women, but it doesn't unite them as a class. We think it is necassary to 
stick to the definition of class as a determination of people's relation to the 
production process. But of course the class relationship of a human being doesn't 
alone characterize it's position in society, decisive are also sex and race. 

Sex also cannot be a class, because women mutually also have contradictory interests. 
In a class society you cannot talk about women as an abstract class~less being. The 
forms of women oppression and of women's resistance are indeed very different: for the. 
embassador's wife it is all very different from the charwoman's life, and they both 
have other conditions than the prostitute in Thailand, the peasant woman in Africa 
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or the Indian woman in Amazonas or, or, or. 


Central to the feminist fight is AUTONOMY. Every oppressed group got to define their 
own way towards liberation, noone can fight on behalf of others.This is also the case 
where the women are concerned. They shall not conform to or submit to the strategy of 
other revolutionary groups or parties. Women must fight for their autonomy, becuuse 
it is the absolute precondition for the realization of women's liberation. 

When we talk about feminist autonomy we mean the absolute independence from state, 
from capital and from the other sex: the men. We also mean autonomy inside the women s 
resistance. Concrete: It is of no use when feminists from Europe in historical conti¬ 
nuity with colonialism take up an arrogant and know-all attitude towards women from 
the 3. world and from the liberation movements there in their attempt to ascribe 
these women a western world concept for feminist emancipation. Unfortunately there 
are several examples of such tendencies: Some feminists depend their support to 3.world 
liberation movements on the fullfillment of certain ideas of how the women s struggle 
ought to be worked out. 

There is no doubt that the history of the revolutions is also the history og how women 
after victory were sent back home to the fleshpots again, and there is no doubt that 
all liberation movements are dominated by men and their ideas of .the aim of the strug¬ 
gle. But as feminists in Europe we don't support women in the 3. world by taking away 
our solidarity with the liberation movements. With all the strenght we have we must 
support the women who are involved in the liberation struggles in Palestine, in Kurdi¬ 
stan, in South Africa, in El Salvador etc. These women have their own autonomy, and our 
solidarity with them must be non-conditioned and based on mutual respect between 
equal partners.

The threads form different knots (racism is con¬ 
nected to capitalism in another way than to patriarchate etc.). The web is constantly 
being repared and tied up in a new way (by capital, state,whites, men) to chain others^

Kapitalstratcgen, wie Rohwedder einer war, geht es 
darum, auch die Bedingungen fiir den AngrifT auf die 
Secle der Menschen und ihre tiefe Deformierung, die 
sie voneinander isolien und scheinbar uniiberwind- 
liche Mauem zwischen ihnen aufbaut, zu schaffen.

Wenn iiberhaupt gibt es diesen sicheren 
Platz nur fiir diejenigen, die bedingungslos bereit 
sind, im harten Konkurrenzkampf sich besser zu 
verkaufen als andere und die diesen Wohlstand hier 
auch wollen, obwohl jede/r weiB Oder wissen kann, 
daB er nur mbglich ist, weil MiUionen Menschen im 
Trikont dafiir ihren SchweiB und ihr Blut lassen. Was 
zahlen soli sind Ellbogen, Egoismus, Leistung, 
Konsum usw. - nicht aber der Mensch., das Lebcn, 
die Natur.

Wer sich den kapitalistischen Wenen unterordnet, 
muB ein Leben in Vereinzclung akzepticren. Vcrcin- 
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zelung isi die Bedingung fur Manipulaiion und ist 
zentraler Pfeiler imperial istischer Herrschaftssiche- 
rung, denn Menschen, die isoliert und ohne wirkliche 
Kommunikation sind, sind weit davon entfemt, sich 
eine anderc Wirklichkeit zusammen mit Anderen 
auch nur vorstcllen zu kflnnen und deshalb das 
System in Frage zu stellen. 

Die Entwicklung, in der die gesamte Produktion nach 
den Erfordemissen und nach der Konkurrenz des 
Weltmarktes umgestellt wird, lSufi in derehemaligen 
DDR jetzt noch krasser, als wir es aus der BRD 
kerinen. In der High-Tech-Produkiion artxtiten im- 
mer weniger Menschen quer durch West-Europa 
und andere kapitalisdsche Lander war die Erfahrung 
der letzten Jahrzehnte, daB im Konkurrenzkampf: 
Mensch - Maschine immer die Menschen verliercn 
und Millionen fiir immer arbeitslos werden. Das sind 
die Hintcrgrunde fiir die 2/3-Gesellschaft in der 
BRD, wonach fur den Kapitalismus mindestens 1/3 
der Menschen weitgchend ubcrflussig geworden 
sind.

Das sind diese Maden im Speck, die wir Yuppies 
nennen und deren Lebcnsinhalt sich weitgehend auf 
"bom to shop" reduziert. Nach ihren Bediirfnissen 
lSuft die Umstmkturierung der StSdte mit all den 
Schicki-Micki-LSden, Yuppie-Kneipen und unbe- 
zahlbarcn luxussanienen Wohnungen - diese kor- 
rumpierte Yuppieschicht und die Bonzen sind die 
Einzigcn, die von dieser aufgestvlten SchciBe, die 
iibcrall entsteht und entstehen soil, profitieren.

Scit AuflOsung der DDR ist der Rassismus gegen 
Fliichtlinge und die schon hicr lebenden AuslSndcr 
und gleichzeitig die Frauenfeindlichkeit ganz offen 
ausgcbrochcn.

Bei den SchlieBungen der Ex-DDR-Betriebe fliegcn 
als erstes die Frauen raus. Die Kinderkrippen werden 
dichtgemacht und es soli den Frauen die Entschei- 
dung dariiber, ob und wieviele Kinder sie haben 
wollen, genommen werden, so wie wir es aus der 
BRD schon lange kennen - Paragraph 218. 

Rassismus und Frauenunterdnickung sind fiir den 
imperialistischen groBdeutschen Staat notwendig, 
weil er sich davon erhoffen kartn, daB sich Unzufrie- 
denheit und EnttSuschung der Menschen nicht gegen 
das System entiadt, sondem jeweils gegen die, die in 
der gescllschaftlichen Hierarchie weiter unten ste- 
hen.

» This trial has been prepared by the state for defend¬ 
ing the HAT-boss Cesare Romiti, a man - well-known 
to all Italian proletarians - who led the restructuration of 
the FIAT corporation during the 80’s leaving thousands 
of families destitute and who today belongs to that impe¬ 
rialist political management which pushes forward the 
imperialist war in order to solve the increasingly deep 
crisis of capitalism. 

Romiti is also behind the daily bombings of the 
multi-national force against the Iraqi people occupying 
the Persian Gulf area. 

The imperialist war launched by the west with the 
Gulf invasion shows once more that capitalism is bar¬ 
baric. 

The destructiveness of the American-Zionist-Eu- 
ropean imperialist attack against Iraq, against the Arab 
Palestinian people, against the south of the world is 
history of these days and it shall be for a long time yet. 
For this psychological war driven by the Pentagon 
experts aims to deliberately build up the necessary 
scenario for bringing the military escalation to the high¬ 
est degree. 

This war is an attack against the whole interna¬ 
tional proletariat and all the revolutionary movements of 
the “centre” as well as of the continents of the south. 

The triumphant bulletins of the ‘‘belligerent” 

powers (U.S., Great Britain, France, Italy...) about the 
dozens of thousands of bombings on Iraq are not the 
clean balance of a technological war but the inhuman 
daily accounts of the Arab men, women, children killed 
“in silence”. The racism of this war and of its media 
campaign is so that the reality of the dead does not 
appear except when one drop of Israeli blood is shedl 

What the imperialist bourgeoisie takes into con¬ 
sideration and carefully calculates is the cost of its high- 
tech war machines and not of the human life of whole 
populations. 

The real nature of this war is its world-wide char¬ 
acter. It crosses over the borders of the Middle East area 
because besides the concrete reasons of controlling the 
energy sources, re-balancing of power on behalf of 
imperialism, global lowering of the contradiction of the 
Palestinian Revolution liberation struggle, these are the 
reasons of the structural crisis of capitalism which 
pushes more and more the strategists of the bourgeoisie 
to find warmonger-solutions. 

One objective is the rebuilding of strict laws on the 
production-circulation-management of the raw material 
- oil. Another one is the enforcing and setting-up of the 
new world-wide capitalist order further forcing the 
Yalta Balance on behalf of the U.S. 

The proletarian masses all over the world have 
already understood the destructive meaning of this war 
and are rising up against it From the Arab peoples 
already in open rebellion against their ruling class allied 
with the west and more and more in solidarity with 
attacked Iraqi people, to the mass base-movements in 
the U.S. and Europe more and more in struggle against 
the new power ecstasy of the west and its multi-national 
force.

Many comrades will say: "But if we have not achieved a level of 
coordination at home, what should we do in Italy?". Well, in our 
.opinion this isn't a valid reason not to try at least with 
reference to a few issues.

RESISTANCE IN THE EEC-PRISONS . 

’’Today there are hundreds of political prisoners 
of the left in the prisons of Western Europe, most 
of them are buried alive in isolation and solitary 
confinement. They are subjected to the socalled 
white torture; isolation, which the .state repres¬ 
sion machinery use against the revolutionary pri¬ 
soners in their attempt to attack and step by 
step break down the prisoners' political identity 
and their health. For example in Western Germany 
the political prisoners from the guerilla and the 
anti-imperialist resistance have been and still 
are subjected to solitary confinement and small 


The 18.5.91 the info-cafe Zapata in Copenhagen 
arranged a meeting about the situation of the 
revolutionary prisoners in Western Europe. Present 
were a comrade from the Berlin solidarity-commit¬ 
tee ’’Rote Sage” (=Red Saws) and a former revolu¬ 
tionary prisoner from the guerilla. The partici¬ 
pants of the meeting agreed to send following 
resolution to the press: _ 


group isolation during up to 18 years. This in spite of even bourgeois-liberal organi¬ 
zations such as Amnesty International condemn isolation as torture! The permanent attempt 
of the EEC-governments to profile themselves on the issue ’’Human Rights”, is obviously 
only empty phrases when it concerns the treatment of revolutionary prisoners. 

£ 

In the superior organs and via the international police-cooperation TREVI the general, 
common repression policy of all EEC-countries and their NATO-allies are being planned 
and further developed. Here the programmes for a coordinated procedure against the revo¬ 
lutionary prisoners•are being forced, and the various practices still more tightened. 
Every resistance, every riot - inside and outside the prisonwalls - shall by means of 
concentrated efforts from the EEC-repression organs be destroyed from the very beginning. 
The rulers of the EEC-centres of power are now busy realizing their aims concerning 
the EEC-92 project on juridical, police regulative and political levels. 

The immidiate results of this general attack on the still existing possibilities of 
expression for the non-system-loyal resistance, are the further tightening of the pri¬ 
son conditions for the revolutionary prisoners, who for example in Western Germany are 
confronted with a new desinformation campaign and state sanctioned state's evidence 
lies as well as tightened prison conditions untill "it can't go any further”. At the 
same time solidarity- and informationcampaigns for and about the situation of the 
prisoners are systematically being unsecured and attempted criminalized. Recently the 
German state has more often tried to shut the mouth of the relatives of the revolutio¬ 
nary prisoners in Western Germany via various trials against them. A practice that the 
rulers in the EEC/NATO-counties now use in general: so the Turkish relative organiza¬ 
tion TAYAD was forbidden a few months ago. 


The revolutionary prisoners in the EEC/NATO-prisons have a long tradition of resistan¬ 
ce, and during the last 10 years this has been canalized into still more united and 
common actions, hungerstrikes and solidarity resolutions for common perspectives and 
demands: 

To mention some of the hungerstrikefights of the prisoners: 

From feb. to may 89 - comrades from RAF, anti-imperialist resistance and social- 
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revolutionary resistance in Germany carried through a hungerstrike. The demands for uni¬ 
fication in 1 or 2 big prisoners collectives could not be won. Since then constantly 
tightening of the prison conditions. 

In Spain comrades from Grapo, PCE(r) and one anarchist fought for 476 days (from nov. 

89 to feb. 91!) for their re-unification. Without SUccess. One comrade - Jose Manuel 
Sevillano - died in the hungerstrike. The Spanish Socialdemocracy constituted with 
this hard line itself as a participating factor inside the EEC-centres of power for 
political decisions. 

kRight now in France comrades from Action Directe fight since the 2. January 91 in a 
collective hungerstrike for unification and against their barbarian prison conditions. 

A group of anti-fascist prisoners have joined this hungerstrike. 

We call on everybody outside the prisons to stick to the demands: 

- IMMEDIATE STOP OF ISOLATION TORTURE! 

- UNIFICATION IN BIG PRISONERS COLLECTIVES! 

- FREE CORRESPONDANCE AND UNLIMITED VISITRIGHTS! 

- IMMIDIATE RELEASE OF ALL PRISONERS! 

TOGETHER AND INTERNATIONAL WILL AND MUST WE WIN THE FREEDOM OF OUR IMPRISONED COMRADES !
